MORE CRUISERS 
NEAT SESSION 


President Also Is Said To 
Favor Disposal of Mer- 
chant. Marine to Private

Rapid City, S. D., August 19.— 
(United News.)—President Coolidge 
will recommend authorizations for ad- 
ditional cruisers and submarines at the 
December session of congress, it was 
announced teday at the summer white 
house, 

It was made clear that the execu- 
tive has no plan for a specific num- 
ber of new surface and wunder-sea 
ships. He will merely lay down a 
general policy and permit congress to 
work out the solution. 

Mr. Coolidge, however, wil! not 
favor immediate appropriations for 
new ship construction at the next ses- 
sion. He does not believe in the pol- 
icy whereby congress would authorize 
construction of the vessels and then 
immediately appropriate the money 
He wants the authorization passed at 
the fiext session and appropriations 
made later through the budget bu- 
reau in the regular way. 

Sees No Emergency. 

The reason for this policy, it was 
explained, is that the president does 
net believe any emergency exists for 
immediate ship construction, despite 
the outcome of the Geneva disarma- 
ment conference and the apparent 
plan of Great Britain to increase fur- 
ther her light cruiser strength. 

Mr. Coolidge is displeased, it was 
said, at the manner in which gon; ress 
‘rushed at’ the tat session” to Hppro- 3 
priate immediate funds for three new 
}cruisers. He would like to have had 
congress authorize construction of ten

Indorsing the proposed plan of 
the citizens committee, Clarence H. 
Leavy, editor of the daily Brunswick 
News, has pointed out that it will 
be a guarantee that the roads wiil 
be built without levying additional 
taxes to build them. 

“The adoptiow of the plan will 
register the absolute confidence of 
business men in the sufficiency of 
the present income of the state to 
meet a great road building pro- 
gram,” said Mr. Leavy. “It is a 
challenge to the people of Georgia 
to continue to do some thinking, as 
many perhaps did not look into the 
plan fully when it first was pro- 
posed. Those who have been afraid 
of. higher taxes cannot evade the 
argument in the proposal.” 

Mr. Leavy takes no stock in argu- 
ments advanced by opponents of 
the plan that the state would fint 
itself in an unfortunate situation 
should the legislature decide at 
some future time not to permit the 
allocated revenues to retire the de- 
bentures. 

“Such logic is characteristic of 
those who consistently have fought 
every movement in Georgia for bet- 
ter roads,” he said, 

He made it clear that it would 
be necessary for the legislature to 
keep faith with those who under- 
take to build the roads, and that 
‘it would be a dishonorable state 
that would allocate the ‘gasoline 
taxes for such a purpose and later 
decide to use the funds for some 
other purpose.” 


The Brunswick editor unhesitat-} 


ingly asserted that the citizens com- 
mittee plan guarantees to Georgia 
a modern system of highways with- 
out increased taxes, which, as he 
stated, is “the bugaboo of every 
anti-bond leader in Georgia.” He 
said:

HFiarlier Hill had said: 

“We propose to state to Chief Jus- 
tice Hall that we are about to file a 
petition for a writ of certiorari with 
the supreme court of the United States 
based on the federal question relating 
to violation of the due process clause 


of the constitution of the United 
States. We shall then ask Chief Jus- 
tice Hall to grant a stay of sentence 
until the record can be printed in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the supreme 
court. We believe he has authority to 
grant this stay.” 

Whether he asked for the stay he 
did not disclose when the conference 
broke up. 

Prejudice Charge Met. 

The supreme court dec:cion, which 
was written by Justice Henry K. 
Braley, was not based in any particu- 
lar on the question of the guilt or in- 
nocence of Sacco and Vanzetti. With 
regard toe the allegations of prejudice 
on the part of Judge Thayer, which 
formed a large part of the basis for 
the «defense motions, the decision said: 

“The judicial eonduct of -the trial 
judge in hearing and deciding the mo- 
tion based on his own alleged bias or 
prejudice, although urged in argument 
by counsel for the defendants, need 
not be discussed because, as we have 
just said, neither the judge nor any 
of his associates had jurisdiction to en- 
tertain the motion.” 

The court ruled that the motion be- 
fore Judge Thayer for a new trial was 
rightly denied because “a motion for 
a new trial in capital cases comes tov 
late if made after sentence has been 
pronounced,” 

As to the motion for a revoention of 
sentence the court said “the jurisdic- 
tion of the trial court ended when the 
defendants were committed in execu- 
tion.” : 

Justice Sanderson “rightly denied” 
the petition for a writ of error, the 
court held, saying :, 

Wording of Statute Clear. 


“The wording of the statute is clear 
and must be construed as meaning 
that the issuance of a writ of error 
in a capital case rests in the judicial 
discretion of the single justice to whom 
the application is presented. ; 
Our system of procedure in criminal 
cases makes ample provision for the 
protection of the rights of those who 
are charged with the commission of 
crime, by exceptions, by motion for a 
new trial before sentence has been 
passed and by petition for a discre- 
tionary writ of error either before or 
after sentence. It furthermore may be 
said that the assignment of errors’ of 
facts not being connected with the 
questions of jurisdiction is not open 
on the present record.” 

The court dismissed the petition to 
the full bench for a writ of error on 
the ground that “a period of 91 
years has elapsed since the original 


was enacted in 1836, during which 


| time it has been uniformly followed,” 


and therefore “a writ of error corav 
nobis at common law” for which the 
—— had asked “has become obso- 
ete.” } 


The decision in referring to the his- 
tory of the case says that in the su- 
preme court hearing of the exceptions 
to Judge Thayer’s denial of a new 
trial before sentence was pronounced, 
which denial the court upheld, “The 
argument for the defendants was full 
and exhaustive, covering every error 
claimed to have been committed either 
at the trial or any subsequent proceed- 
ings. and it was decided as a matter 
of law there was evidence’ which 
would warrant a jury in finding the 
defendants guilty.” 


SACCO AND VANZETTI 
BACK IN DEATH CELLS. 

Charestown, Mass., August 19.— 
(P)—Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti were back tonight in the 
cells of the prison death house here 
from which they stepped hopefully a 
week ago after an eleventh- hour re- 
spite had saved them from the elec- 
tric chair. Tonight they faced barely 
three days more of life before that 
respite will end. 

For the past week they have occu- 
pied cells in the section of the prison 
known as Cherry Hill. It was there 
that word was carried to them thar 
the Massachusetts supreme court had 
denied again the appeals of their coun- 
sel, The news was taken to them by 
Michael A. Musmanno, one of their 
lawyers. A few minutes later prison 
officers opened the doors of:the cell 
— marched them back to the death 
cells, 


Sacco Scrubs Cell. 


Sacco had, been scrubbing his cell 
during the morning and it was iIm- 
maculate when Musmanno appeared 
outside the bars. 

“You’re a pretty strong man, aren't 
you?” the lawyer asked. 

“Yes, I think I am,” Sacco replied. 

“Then I must tell you that the 
full bench has turned down the final 
appeals,” Musmanno said. 

“Well,”’ was the reply, 
pected it.”’ 

Sacco had been eating his dinner, 
but he stopped abruptly and refused 
to eat more. He said he wished to 
write a farewell letter to his son, who 
visited him yesterday. 

Vanzetti Starts, Raving. 

Vanzetti took the news less stoical- 
ly, his lawyer said. The older man 
started raving, Musmanno asserted. 
The lawyer declared later that there 
is “no question’ but- that Vanzetti’s 
mind is affeeted. 

“IT know if. I knew it.” was Van- 
zetti’s replys “Go and get that million 
b> men,’ 

Musmanno said Vanzetti wanted a 
wireless set in his cell so that he could 
tell the world his whole story. 

When James L. Hogsett, deputy 
warden, and two other prison officers 
went for the two men a short time 
later they found them quiet and, ac- 
curding to the guards, they gave no 
signs of breaking down as they walked 
through the prison to the death house, 
some distance from Cherry Hill. Ce- 
lastino Madeiros, convicted of another 
murder but sentenced to die on the 
same date as Sacco and Vanzetti, was 
transferred also to the death house. 
The three men. according te the 
guards, walked without assistance and 
there was ro conversation during the 
brief trip. 2

Paris, August 19.—The prefect of

The 100 policemen reinforced by 50 
regular army troops patrolled the front 
of the embassy all afternoon, stopping 
all persons entering the building and 
inspecting every piece of mail. 

The police chief announced that the 
previous order prohibiting street dem- 
onstrations in favor of the condemned 
Italians was effective, but the com- 
munists got busy putting up huge 
posters advertising meetings tonight 
and tomorrow night half an hour after 
the cable of the decision was received. 
Hundreds of reserve police are being 
assembled at headquarters in case of 
emergency tonight. 

VANZETTIS SISTER 
ARRIVES IN TIME. 

New York, August 19.—(/)—Miss 
Luigia Vanzetti, sister of Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti, awaiting execution in Bos- 
ton with Nicola Sacco, arrived today 
on the Aquitania, to act “as a sister 
and not a propagandist.” 

_Miss Vanzetti, who was met at the 
pier by 200 sympathizers, said through 
an interpreter that she had no idea of 
goiug before Governor Fuller, of Mas- 
sachusetts. Her purpose in coming to 
this country, she said, was to see her 
brother and convey to him a message 
of love and sympathy from his parents 
and younger bother and sister in Italy. 
She said she would try to induce him 
to see a priest and return to-the faith 
of his childhood.

Banking Bill Passed.

University of Georgia Awards Honor in Historic Old Chapel : 


Of Arts in Education Degree 


Wins Bachelor 


BY BESSIE S..STAFFORD. 


Upon Miss Rosa Woodberry, fore- 
most southern educator, authority on 
parliamentary law and incontestable 
lewder in the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, was conferred Fri- 
day evening, in Athens, the bachelor 
of arts degree in education, by the 
University of Georgia, in the historic 
old chapel on the university campus. 
_ This academic honor is of special 
interest to Georgians, as the distin- 
guished Miss Woodberry was the first 
woman to have entered the University 
of Georgia and did most of her college 
work there before it was ever offici- 
ally opened to women. 

She called it her entrance by a side 
door. Miss Woodberry had the priv- 
ilege of years of study’ of chemistry 
under Dr. H. C. White and Dr. Charles 
H. Herty, and of physies under Dr. A. 
H. Patterson, at the university, secur- 
ing at the same time the cooperation 
of these distingnished educators in her 
; department of science at Lucy Cobb 
instituted, 


Wore Cap and Gown. 


She wore the regulation cap and 
zown prescribed for such an auspicious 


ceremony, when she received the brand 
new degree in recognition of her quest 


for higher knowledge, standing upon 
the same stage which almost every 
graduate has crossed since the build- 
ing of the chapel in 1832. The build- 
ing, so redolent with past and. pres- 
ent memories, is built of brick, cov- 
ered with gray stucco, while six Doric 
columns guard the front, making the 
style of architecture comparable to the 
famous Parthenon in Athens, Greece. 


Close of Notable Summer. 


The conferring of the degree came 
at the close of a notable summer ses- 
sion of a university chartered in 1785, 
and which began its academic work 
in 1801. Miss Woodberry attended the 
institute session of the university of 
politieal science and international law 
for the past six weeks at the univer- 
sity summer school. 

Since the founding of Woodberry 
Hall, a school entering upon its twen- 
tieth annual session the first of Sep- 
tember, the university faculty has 
given Miss Woodberry every possible 
aid and support in advancing its in- 
fluence for higher standards of edu- 
cation in the state,

New York, August 19.—Dullness 
and lack of interest were the outstand- 
ing featureg of today’s stock market. 
Customers rooms of the large stock 
exchange firms were emptier today 
than for any session in months despite 
the recovery that has occurred in the 
stock market during the past week. 

Oils again made as good a showing 
as any group of stocks despite the 
poor earnings now being reported with 
prospects of continued unfavorable 
quarterly statements for the remainder 
of this year. Aggregate net earnings 
of 23 ail companies for the first half 
of 1927 amounting to $52,664,000 
compare with $92.562,000 for tlie first 
six months of 1926, a decrease of $39.- 
697.000 or 43 per cent. Of these 2: 
companies only 20 make quarterly 
statements. For the second quarter 
these companies report net of only 
$16,056, against $44,397,000 for 
the corresponding period of last year; 
a decrease of per cent. Buying of 
oil shareg in the face of these returns 
reflects confidence iu the industry 
for the long look ahead. 

Call money renewed again at 2 1-2 
per cent with time money softer.

Private estimates received by Wall 
street bankers place this year’s wheat 
crop of South Dakota at 100 per cent 
or more larger than last years.

_Insurance Assets Up. 

Within the past four years to June 
50, 41 insurance companies with 8&0 
per cent of the assets of all insurance 
companies have increased their total 
assets from $3,612,000,000 to $10.- 
982,000,000, according to figures just 
made public by the department of 
commerce. In four years the holdings 
of government securities of these 40 
companies have been reduced by $303.- 
000, , apparently to obtain a larger 
meome return, while public utility 
holdings increased from $281,000,000 
to $831.000.000, railroad securities 
from $1,754,000,000 to $2.225.000,000., 
mortgages from $2,675,000,000 to £4.- 
; The increase in farm 
mortgages has been only $353,000.000 
ngainst a gain of $471,000,000 in rails, 
$550.000,000 in public utilities and $2.- 
612,000,000 in all mortgages. During 
the five months ending with June rails 
increased $52,000,000, public utilities 
$67,000,000, mortgages $219.000,000. 

The Cuba Company, which has 
assed its quarterly payment on the 
%3 annual dividend operates railroads 
in Cuba as well as 100,000 acres of 
sugar land and two sugar mills. Cuba 
is suffering from prolonged overpro- 
duction of sugar, which is its main 
industry; hence all industry ineluding 
the railroads is suffering. Since the 
war ended Cuba has been producing 
too much sugar with the cost of pro- 
duction now approximately at the open 
market selling price for the product. 
The sugar industry is pretty much in 
the same boat with the oil industry 
but without leaders able to bring about 
a curtailment in production such as 
is now taking place in oil. 

Stocks Downward. 


Between August 2. the day Presi- 
dent Coolidge made his unexpectd an- 
nouncement and August 12. the aver- 
age price of 50 representative stocks 
declined from the new high for all 
time of $176.96 to $165.66, a drop of 
11.53 points. Within the past week 
nearly 80 per cent of this 11.96 point 
decline has been recovered. Shrewd 
floor traders, however, are confident 
that leading stocks are being bid up 
for the purpose of permitting distribu- 
tion, which has been going on for a 
year or more as rapidly as the market 
will take stocks. Only a comparatively 
small part of the big outside publie 
has been jnterested in the high-priced 
shares which have been market leaders 
for the past xear. Commission houses 
representing the publie report § that 
customers holding high-priced stocks 
are now more inclined to take profits 
than to buy more stock. 

Shares of mail order houses dealing 
with farmers continue strong on large 
earnings despite the decline which has 
occurred in commodity prices, causing 
the largest mail order houses them- 
selves to reduce their selling prices. 
Better merchandising methods is one 
explanation for large earnings of the 
mail order houses in the face of de- 
clining commodity prices which for 
trade in general has meant dwindling 
profits. Another and more important 
explanation as far as the farmer is 
concerned is that the recent price trend 
of what the farmer buys has been 
downward, increasing the buying pow- 
er of the farmer in both directions.

_ State Mine Inspector Pile in emerg- 
ing with his trained crew tonight 
went to a hotel in South Pittsburgh. 
but stated that his men would enter 
the cave again early tomorrow morn- 
ing. He voiced the opinion that Ash- 
ley was filling a water grave in the 
underground river and that this stream 
would be thoroughly dragged tomor- 
row. It is known that Ashley was 
attempting to enter a sub-cavern from 
an overhanging bluff, which so far 
has not been discovered. 

To Drag River. 

Rope and hooks with which to drag 
the underground river and powerful 
electric torches to penetrate its waters 
are included in. the equipment.

RISES 69 POINTS: 


20 Cents Pound Mark 
Passed as’ Indications of 
Wider Weevil Damage 


Atlanta spot cotton took an upturn) 
of 64 points to 20.40 Saturday, but 
Atlantans in close touch with the mar- | 
ket expressed the belief that the mar: | 
ket will continue to climb. This be- 
lief was based on reports of unfavor- 
able crop weather and increased infes- 
tation by the boll weevil~—and traders 
here fee] that the estimates on produc- 
tion will be cut somewhat despite the 
short crop already in view. 

Boil weevil damage, the chief factor 
in the bull cotton market, is reported 
as more extensive throughout the 
south than has been hitherto recog- 
nized, and im south Georgia reports 
indicate that in many instances entire 
erops have been almost destroyed. 

Georgia's chief center of production 
of 1927 cotton, the reports estimate. 
will lie in the northern portions of the 
state where weevils: have net yet 
reacied so destructive a point as the 
south Georgia farmers have exper!- 
enced, This, however, is cited with 
misgivings, since even more damage to 
the northern sections is feared. 

Those in close touch with the situ- 
ation are of the belief that Georgia's 
maximum production for 1927 will not 
exceed 1,000,000 bales and some think 
that this figure will be reduced in the 
final summarization. 

The rise in Atlanta Saturday ap- 
proximated $3.25 a bale, and the price 
of 20.40 cents per pound was the first 
)-cent cotton here since January.
